Department of Education; and a representative of the Guam Chambel' 

of Commerce, The Assistant to the Director of Public Health and 

Welfare shall be ex-officio secretal'y. The conuni tteo shall meet 

upon the call of the Chairman, 

Dated this /.3t.l' clay of January, 1966, 

COUN'rl.'RSlGl'lED:
